This is according to a report made to Sheriff and Tax Collector George 
M. Smith by W. F. Truscott, deputy. Mr. Truscott takes office on Janu- 
ary 2 as Tax Collector, having been elected at the regular November 


vote to succeed himself in the tax 
office, which with the new year be- 
comes a separate county office. 

The report shows that of $174,- 
834.94 to be collected on the first in- 
stallment, all save $7,363.62 was col- 
lected. In addition, approximately 
$30,000 was collected on the second 
installment of taxes from _ parties 
who paid both installments at one 
time. 

According to the records of the 
deputy tax collector, Pigeon Creek 
and Penobscot districts are the 
“white spots” of the county, for they 
have no delinquency in the pay- 
ment of the first installment of 
taxes, 

The delinquency on the first in- 
stallment in Camino district is one 
and five tenths percent, in Pollock 


Pines one and six tenths per cent | 


and in Blairs district two and three 
tenths per cent, 

Placerville, within the city limits 
has a delinquency of two and four 
tenths per cent, while the taxpay- 
ers embraced by Placerville school 
district have a delinquency of three 
per cent. 

Other districts and their delin- 
quencies include Diamond Springs 
two and eight tenths per cent; 
Georgetown, three and four tenths 
per cent; Sly Park, four per ceni; 
El Dorado seven per cent and Gold 
Hill, seven and two-tenths percent. 

Mr. Truscott pointed out that the 
delinquency is on the first in- 
Stallment and that probably, by the 
time the second installment is col- 
lected, the total delinquency of the 
county will be reduced bv several 
points.
